DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 32-36 were cancelled, and claims 40-64 were added in Paper No. 13, 2/13/2001. 
Claims 37-39 stand withdrawn from consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 

Claims 40-64 are under consideration. 



Response to Amendment 

The rejection of claims 32-35 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph has been rendered moot 
by cancellation of the claims, and is thus withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 32-36 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph has been rendered moot 
by cancellation of the claims, and is thus withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 32-36 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph has been rendered 
moot by cancellation of the claims, and is thus withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 first paragraph 

Claims 40-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The specification as originally filed does not provide 
support for the invention as now claimed: an amino acid sequence comprising the amino acid 
residues 21-49, 1 to 49,21-157, 1-157, 21-419 of SEQ ID NO: 3. 

Applicant's amendment, Paper No. 13, 2/13/2001, does not provide sufficient direction 
for the written description for the above mentioned limitations of claims 40-64. The 
specification originally discloses the VEGF-related protein amino acid sequence. The 
specification does not provide direction for the instant sequence encompassing the above- 
mentioned "limitations" as they are currently recited. The instant claims now recite limitations 
which were not clearly disclosed in the specification as-filed, and now change the scope of the 
instant disclosure as-filed. Such limitations recited in the present claims, which did not appear in 
the specification, as filed, introduce new concepts and violate the description requirement of the 
first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the response to this Office action 
Alternatively, applicant is invited to provide sufficient written support for the "limitations" 
indicated above.
